ATTACK ON THE MIDDLE GAP. 
te punnae - 

; A military’ field-day took place yestorday, 
whon an attack was mado on tho Middls Gap. 
‘The defending foree consisted of two Companies 
of the Slat Regiment, under the command of 
Lieut. Thorburn and two gnns under com. 
mand of Caplain Hawkins, Tlie attacking force 
consisted of four companies of the 91st Regiment 
oud two Companies of the 58th Regiment under 
the command of Major Chater. The object of 
the attackers was to seize Middle Gap before 
reinforcements could bo sont up’ from the town- 

The attacking force started ‘from Little 
Hongkong at thrae o’clook and commenced their 
march up the hill. At the same hour the do. 
fonding force took up their positions. The guns 
of the defence ‘wore stationed on a hillto the 
west of and commanting Middle Gap. From this 
contral position a small body of infantry was 
thrown on tho right ‘and a largor body on 
the siden of the slopo of the Gap and 
on -a corresponding hill on the. left. The 
attacking force was also,divided into three 
‘parts. On tho left was fh single company, 
sent more asa blind than. anything else, -to at- 
tract tho attention of the defenders’ left and: if 
possible their guns and centre, In the centre 
was Major Chator himself with three companies 
of the 9lat, while: Captain Collinson, with two 
companies of tho 58th was sent away on the 
Tight ‘to saize the position, commanding the 
eastern side of the. Gap, hold by the defenders. 
‘After about five minutes’ marching the attace 
kere’ contre: were acon by the ‘defending force 
slowly ascending the road and the guns immo- 
diately opened fire’ upon thom. After two or 
threo rounds were fired tho: men tack to cover 
and the guns cessed for atime. The attackers 
were next seen ailyancing on the right, and the 
defenders’ left, from commanding. positions, 
harrassed them in sucha mauner as to onnse 
fhem to week’ shelter. In: a fow minutes 
however, they were again on the move, 
and this time took the offensive, opening 
fire on this defenders’ left, Tho defenders 
bad, however, tho advantngo of cover, and ‘the 
fire from the attacking foree wai comparatively 
harmless, while that of the ‘defenders, pourad 
down from several commanding points upon 
their opponents, who were moreover at a dis- 
advantage in ascending the hill, was ao effective 
that the two opmpanies of the 58th were rendered 
helpless and were ruled out of action. The da- 
fenders, however, made the mistake of taking 
this perty on tho right for the main body of the 
enemy, and apparently deeming that thero was 
no further danger from that quarter called in 
their left wing towards the centre... In the mean- 
time word had been passed along smong the do- 
fenders that the contre of the attacking foros 
‘was edvancing up the ravine. The gous 
which bad been placed ‘wall to the fore of the 
crest of the hill at the commencement. of the 
action, were now removed and brought to cover 
the ravine. As soon ss the skirmishers of the 
attack made their appearance the guns opened 
fireon them and were -assisted by their left. 
which had taken ups position on the side of 
tho slope and’ kept up a galling fire on the ad- 
vancing party. The’ attackers, however, kept 
stoadily ‘on, but when about half ‘way up the 


ravine were completoly hold in cheok by the hed 


defence: A diversion in their favour; however, 
was quickly mada. The company which had 
ascended the hill on the left ‘with the intention 
of outflanking the defenders” position, now came 
inviow, sndalthongh thoy werenotstrong enough, 
ait was not thought they would be, to take the 
position, they attractod a abare of the attention 
of tho dofonding party. On the right aleo tho 
advancing éontié received aisiatatice. When the
